PREFACE 


This is a companion work-book to Peak Reader 3. It contains enough 
material (and suggestions for the kind of work to be attempted) for the 
whole year in Primary 3 . The use of the Passive has been deferred. 

The central theme is the drilling of sentences. Simple sentences were 
used even in the Link Reader. Compound sentences have already 
received attention. In this book the analysis and synthesis of complex 
sentences are studied. Subordinate noun clauses, adjectival clauses 
and adverbial clauses are all drilled. 

The ability to combine sentences by making one of them into a 
subordinate clause represents an enormous advance in language, and 
therefore in thought. To connect words in a simple sentence is far 
easier than to join sentences to form a compound sentence. 

The aim throughout this book has been to provide as much variety 
and interest as possible, while training the child in these more complex 
operations of thought and language. The exercises are therefore of 
many widely different types. Some are lengthy, others short. Easy 
exercises are interspersed with more difficult ones, to make it possible 
for even the lowest groups to attempt the majority. Sometimes the 
object is to drill a particular sentence-structure; sometimes it is to 
stimulate clear thinking. Some are rather formal exercises, others 
deliberately directed towards the child’s sense of the ridiculous. The 
subject-matter is also varied, utilizing vocabulary based on Centres of 
Interest, stories, general knowledge and knowledge of particular 
‘subjects’. 

Comprehension exercises based on familiar reading material have 
been introduced. Letter-writing and the beginnings of descriptive 
composition have not been overlooked. Some exercises are so simple 
that the average child should be able to read the instructions and write 
the answers without help. In the more difficult questions the teacher 
should help the children with an orat Faborito before writing is
